*»u is aged tuche years, the second nine yei^rs and the third six years. 

During the year the eldest son, Maharajkumar Bodh Chandra Singh, was sent 
0 Shillong to carry on his education at the High School ; but this was found to bf^ 
noonvenient, and he soon returned to Manipur. He has since gone to the Rajkumar 
'ollege, Baipur, where he has been placed under the direct guardianship of 
Vtr. Stow^ the Principal of the College., 

3, In October 1919, the Honourable Sir Nicholas Dodd Beatson Bell, c. s. t., 1 
c c* T R , Chief Commissioner of Assam, visited the State. He was accompanied by 
Japtain H. R. ifarin^n. Personal Assistant. He halted two days in Imphal visit- 
ng the principal lociu institutions and disoussing the future administration of the 1 
Manipur hills./ In an open Darbar convened at the palace he declared the decision ' 
>t the Government of India to grant the State certain financial concessions^ so tW 
t would l)p able to carry out the scheme promulgated for the better administration 
^the hill people. The Chief Commi«*^*oncr left b> the Caohar road. During the

6. The Kuki Punitive Measures were clhsed during, tiw yifsr add political 
charge was resumed by the civil authoritiea in Apiil As noted in the prelvious year’s 
report some of the leading relwl Kuki' Chiefs and the Manipur pret^er, Chinga>' 
khainba Sanachaoba, were tried by a special tribunal and deported^nder Kegulation 
ill 1818 or sentenced to terms of imprisoumeiit. lb. liGTi-ttl WtP paid by Govern- 
ment as 1 ‘oinpensation Ut the viUages which wore raided by the febel Kukis or had 
property destroyed by Military authorities. This has had a most vkluabl.'i effect in the 
hills both politically a^ economically, ^t Uie close of Kuld Punitive Measures there 
were thirteen militar "outposts left iu the hills ; but by the eud of the year these had 
been reduced to seven, including the three for thp sub-divisional hoathtuartera. The 
decentralisation scheme hinted at in the last Administration Heport has been brought 
into operation, but owing to a shortage of ofiipcfs it was possible to start only one 'iff 
the three sub-divisions before the end of the year. The other two were o;i)ened 
immediately after the close of the year. 

7. Under the new scheme for the adniiuistration of the Hills three new sub- 
divisions have been formed, each of w Inch will be administered by a European siib- 
divisional officer. I'or this purpose three Extra Assistant Commissioners, Mr. 
W. Shaw, Mr. B, C. Gasper and Mr. L. L. Peters, liave been lent to the State by the 
Assam Government. The sub-divisions have been distributed as follows 

( 1 ) The South-West Area with headquarters at Chora Chandpur, which has 
been named after His Highness the aharaja This is inhabited by Kuki tribes and 
is under Mr. Gasper’s charge. 

( 2 ) The North-West Area wii temporary headquarters at 'I'ameiiluiig. This 
is inhabited mainly by Kukis, ICal Nagas and Kaooha Nagas, and will be under 
Mr. Shaw. ^ 

( 3 ) The North-East Area wit leadquarters at Ukhml, which is inhabited by 
Tangkhulllagab and Kukis. This will be adiuuiistered by Mr. PeUits. 

A large area in the North of the State, including the ^lao and Murani Naga 
groups, the whole of the Mombi area iu the South East, and the larious tnlies of hill - 
men bordering the valley continues to he administered direct from Imphal under 
the President. 

The whole of the expepse of the new administration will be home by the Slate, 
greatly aided by the generosity of the Groverument of India and the Assam Admlnis- 
tratiui), the former having remitted Bt, 45,000 out of Bs, 50,000 tribute witli effect 
from 1st April 1920, on condition that this sum is allotted to the Hills, and the latter 
having excused the State from its annual ooiitributipii of Hi 30,000 toiiarus the up- 
keep of the Dimapur rood on condition tbattho money is spout on improvingcominuui- 
calions in the Hills. 

lu the past the President of the Darbar has had the impossible tenk of adminis- 
tering some 7,0<X) square miles of hills ui additiou to bis duties in the plain of 
Manipur. It is hoped that now the hill men of the State will be administered on 
lines similar to those which prevail in Hill dUtriois m British ludb. It is a Jiopeful 
sign that the Kukis so recently in opim rulKdlion have settled down, showing no 
trace ol ill-lccluig and giectuig tiaiclUiig offtcers uitli friendly hospitality, 
’riicie has ])ti 11 soiiiC Luiuldc liclween Kukis and *Kabui Nagas, bitter feelings bating 
lx til aioiistd by the binlal raids winch look place in the rourso of the rdbelliou; 
but eKi where there is an evident intention to forget the unhappy past and start anew.

9. iTis Highness the Maharsie was out on tour in the valley for 43 days 
risiting rojiing . Moinne, Karong, Thoubal, Sugnu and other villages of importance. 
&t Foijihg he enquired into a case of riot which was the outcome of a quarrel 
letween some men;of the Assam Rifles and the villagers. To Karong he went to 
•eoeive the Double Company. One of his ^noipal toun was undertaken in connexion 
dth some oasee in which appeals had been made to him. On the 18th February 
L920 His Highness left Impbal and proceeded on a pilgrimage to Brindaban u henen 
lie did not return till aftef the close of the year. 

I was on tour for 190 days. Most of my touring was necessarily in the hills 
looking into conditions after the recCnt disturbances and learning some thins of the 
ireas in which the new suhslivisionS' #ere to he eslablishcd There were moreover 
large numbers of long pending cases which had not been settled lief ore on acconnl 
jf the Kuki rebellion. 1 toured in the valley also, mainly for local enquiries into 
revenue and fishery oases, and for seeing the prospects of the rice crop. My longc^it 
lours were 

( 1 ) From 18th November to 16th December through the Kuki cbuutry in fh« 
Boutn-West hills to Tipaimukh, and thenoe to the Jirilxnn settlement and tmek by 
[he Cachar road. ^ ' 

( 2 ) From 14th January to 7th February through the rha««ad area to Pai>^at 
shere I met Mr. Bundle, Assistant Superintendent Somra Tract, withi wnom 1 rl s- 
posed of many pending interdistriot cases and discussed matters of lutetcst affecting 
|he Somra Tract on the Manipur border.

'I'he )>ercentage of culleution of the ourreht revenue in the valley calculated on 
the actual credits uasbT'Oas against 85‘44 in the previous year. If the sum of Ht. 
b.241, which was collected on 31st March‘1920 but not deposited in the trea.sury uu-> 
III the followin'* day, w'ei'e t.tken into account, the percentage would become 89*33. 

The tot.il receipts from the valley '( ewluding the sum bf Bs. 8,241 mentioned 
nlHUc ) were Bi. 4.41-, 012 as against its.. 4^35,351 ‘in ih» previous* year. '''The receipts 
from .lirilmm setth'inCntb were its. 5,693. These do not inolude the amounts credited 
after IJlst March 1020.

The coercive measures in the valloy„^te also applicable* t** .jJHbam, bnl tBay 
are of little use there. 'J'he holdings are pot of suffidiept and the settlers, .most 

of them being from Cachar, can easily evade payment of arrear revenue by living, 
within the l>ordera of their ow u district, (certificates are* issued through the Poll* 
tical Agent in Manipur to tite Deputy Gompilssioner'of .^htohdr, but the latter'has 
no power to attach the projHirty of default^ who decline 4o pay,'- 29 certificates for 
the realisation of Bt. U5& were issued during - the year 'tuider' report but only Bi. 55 
was realised.
